Occupy Wall Street and the Tea Party are so darn similar— except when they’re not 

At first glance, the Occupy Wall Street movement and the Tea Party movement appear polar opposites. One rails against what 
supporters see as the overarching power of wealthy banks. The other criticizes what supporters see as the federal govern- 
ment’s overreach into businesses and people’s lives. 

But a closer look reveals that the two movements are in many ways as alike as they are different, despite assertions by some 
backers of each that comparisons are overly simplistic. Here’s a brief breakdown, mct

The origins of both move- 
ments are rooted in anger with 
the nation’s financial industry, 
triggered in large part by the 
federal bailout of Wall Street in- 
stitutions in 2008, according to 
several experts who study po- 
litical and social movements. 



If anger and frustration are 
the ties that bind Occupy Wall 
Street and the Tea Party, the 
links begin to fray quickly after 
that. Some Tea Party leaders 
view the Wall Street protests 
with disdain and say any com- 
parison between the two is 
apples and oranges. Occupy 
supporters have criticized the 
Tea Party.

GRASSROOTS DEBATE 


Each movement accuses the 
other of not being a genuine 
grassroots effort. Occupy Wall 
Street participants say the Tea 
Party is bankrolled by wealthy 
conservative groups. Tea Party 
supporters suggest the Occupy 
protests are financed by labor 
unions or Democratic patrons. 



The Tea Party and Occupy 
demonstrators address issues 
differently. Tea Party supporters 
delved into electoral politics last 
year, vetting and fielding candi- 
dates. Some Occupy supporters 
have created lists of demands, 
but it’s unclear whether the 
movement will seek solutions 
primarily through politics. 


Protest 
returns 
to Grant 
Park; 130 
arrested

Chicago police arrested about 130 
Occupy Chicago protesters starting 
about 1 a.m. Sunday after the group 
returned to Grant Park for a second 
Saturday night and tried to maintain 
a camp in the park after its official 
closing time. 

Police estimated that the crowd 
that showed up for a rally earlier in 
the evening peaked at around 3,000 
people by the time protesters arrived 
in Congress Plaza at Michigan Ave- 
nue and Congress Parkway 

Police confirmed Sunday that 
some of the protesters arrested also 
were taken in to custody in the first 
round of Occupy Chicago arrests 
last weekend. Those individuals are 
being held for violating the condi- 
tions of their bail bond, Chicago 
Police News Affairs Officer Daniel 
O’Brien said. The protesters arrest- 
ed for a second time are expected to 
remain in jail until they go before a 
judge, police said. 

During the rally in Congress Plaza 
that preceded the arrests, protesters 
made speeches talking up the cause 
and declared their event peaceful. 
Police filmed parts of the protest. 

On Sunday afternoon, a small 
contingent of Occupy Chicago orga- 
nizers rallied outside of the Central 
District police station, cheering as 
protesters trickled out of jail. 

“This is an attack on the core of 
what it means to be an American 
citizen,” said Patrick Robinson, who 
sat on the sidewalk with his laptop. 
“We condemn {Mayor Emanuel’s] 
gross violation of the human rights 
of those arrested.” 

Police say 175 people were arrested 
Oct. 1 6, when some involved in Oc- 
cupy Chicago first refused to leave 
the plaza after warnings from police. 

Sunday’s arrests repeated much of 
the same pattern, with some arrest- 
ed while other protesters stood on a 
nearby sidewalk, chanting as people 
were led to police vehicles.

First order of rail cars 
about to make its debut

Here come the cars. 

Full production is finally under way on a $1.1 billion order 
of 706 new CTA rail cars, and the first 26 cars have been deliv- 
ered to the transit agency officials tell the Tribune. 

The new rail cars will enter sendee soon, officials said. 

“We are making final adjustments [to the 26 new cars] be- 
fore putting them into revenue service in the very near fu- 
ture,” CTA spokeswoman Molly Sullivan said. 

The CTA expects to have 40 more cars delivered from 
Canada-based Bombardier by the end of the year and another 
192 cars delivered in 2012, officials said. The schedule for the 
remaining cars in 2013 and possibly 2014 still is being worked 
out, officials said. 

The new 5000 Series rail cars will replace trains that are up 
to 42 years old, far beyond the normal life of the equipment. 

The old cars have been increasingly prone to breakdowns 
and safety failures. The CTA expects to save $8 million to 
$10 million a year on maintenance when the old fleet is retired. 

CTA President Forrest Claypool gave the go-ahead in July 
for Bombardier to begin production, CTA and Bombardier 
officials said, although Claypool told reporters as recently as 
Oct. 13 that final approval had not been authorized because 
minor issues with the new trains were still being worked out. 

Ten prototype cars that the CTA tested with and without 
passengers over the past two years have been returned to 
Bombardier for retrofitting with changes ordered as a result 
of the tests, Sullivan said. 

CTA and Bombardier officials declined to describe or char- 
acterize an assortment of problems that arose and needed to 
be resolved before production could begin. 

The CTA cited proprietary information in refusing to 
comply with a Freedom of Information Act request filed by 
the Tribune.

More accounts of dead bodies and destruc- 
tion were emerging from smaller settlements 
across the remote area near the Iranian bor- 
der, most of them left without electricity or 
phone access. 

“The death toll is rising. Rescue teams arc 
taking out dead bodies all the time,” Reuters 
photographer Osman Orsal said in Ere is, a 
town of 100,000 some 6o miles north of Van, 
In Van, an ancient city on a lake ringed by 
mountains and with a population of i mil- 
lion, cranes were used to shift the rubble of a 
crumpled apartment building where bystand- 
ers estimated about 70 people were trapped, 
“We heard cries and groaning from under- 
neath the debris, we are waiting for the rescue 
teams to arrive,” Halil Celik told Reuters as he 
stood beside the ruins of a building that had 
collapsed before his eyes.

What drew you to become a part of “The Sing-Off?” 

I have a background in a cappella music. I went on it last year 
for the finale and performed, and I fell in love with the process 
and energy of the contestants and groups. T really loved the 
show for showcasing this particular genre of music and how 
difficult it is. The judges were amazing, and it was kind of a 
no-brainer to me, T wasn’t too worried about whether or not to 
do it, I was worried about critiquing, worried about whether or 
not that would be comfortable. 


How would you describe your fudging sty le on the show? 

I’m coming from a place where I feel I’m in the ranks with 
them. I really empathize and identify with these groups, 
where they come from and why they’re singing together. For 
me, I think I try to be kind. But I want to be fair. I want to be 
honest.

Music 
competition shows obviously strike a nerve with the American 
population right now— actually, it’s really more worldwide. 
Everybody loves that stuff. 


If you could make a dream a cappella group of anyone you 
could want in it, who would you pick? 

I think we should make an a cappella group of the judges plus 
Nick Lachcy. It’d be four people that would figure out how 
to do it well.

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Cemetery No. 1 perhaps is the most famous of 
New Orleans' cemeteries. Visitors have witnessed 
phantom figures, Civil War ghosts and yellow fe- 
ver victims restlessly stalking through the maze 
of crypts. Senate said. But perhaps the most well- 
known spirit is that of Marie Laveau, the city's 
own voodoo queen. She is often seen walking the 
grounds. 

"She haunts her tomb,” Senate said. "If you go 
there, take along a piece of chalk, make 3 X’s on 
her tomb, and if you ask a prayer or request, she 
will help you get it. Always bring your chalk."

5 CEMETERIES 
STEEPED IN 
HISTORY. HAUNTS

Walking through a hushed cemetery at night 
with only a flashlight to guide your way can be a 
frightening experience for amateur ghost hunt- 
ers this Halloween. 

But the spirits you may encounter in a cem- 
etery aren't always there to scare, says Richard 
Senate, a historian and ghost hunter of 33 years. 
Rather, they are full of grief in their final resting 
place. 

“Oddly enough, a lot of cemeteries aren’t that 
haunted,” Senate said. “People haunt where they 
loved. The idea of haunting a cemetery outside 
of someone who is grieving— that’s what we’re 
picking up, the grief of a person, rather than 
their spirit linked to a site.” 

Senate shared what he regards as some of the 
most haunted cemeteries in America— and one 
of them is right here in Chicagoland area. 


Chicagoland’s most famous spirit really is just 
looking for some company, and a way borne. 
The locals call her "Resurrection Mary” Senate 
said. She is seen not only within the cemetery 
but just outside of the gates. If you're driving 
through the area, she just may try to hitch a 
ride. 

Over the years, thousands of people have 
reported a young woman who flags down 
passing cars for a ride home. When they 
ask for an address, she supplies that of the 


cemetery. Often, "Mary” vanishes in the car or 
steps out at the cemetery and fades into dark- 
ness. Sen ate said. 

During the 30s, a Polish woman between 
the ages of 17 and 22 was on her way back 
from a dance at the O' Henry Ballroom when 
she was killed in a car accident. She was 
buried in Resurrection Cemetery, and locals 
believe that this is "Mary." She is always seen 
wearing a vintage ball gown and seems in- 
credibly lifelike— until she vanishes. 


GRAVEYARDS & 





Before Rudolph Valentino died, he made a 
habit of visiting hospitals and spending time 
with children. He offered encouragement 
to one little girl who was going to have an 
operation. The girl survived her operation 
and recovered. When Valentino died, she 
vowed to place a red rose on his gravestone 
each year. She became known as "the lady 
in black ” and she was quite visible in the 
30s. But when the iady in black died, her 
ghost carried on the tradition. Both her and 
Valentino s ghosts have been seen near his 
grave, Senate said. 





Once a rollicking silver rush town, Tombstone 
is now the true embodiment of a ghost town. 
The scenes of incredible violence that took 
place in its lawless streets still resonate, es- 
pecially the infamous gunfigbt at the O K. 
Corral among the Clantons, the Earps and 
Doc Holiday. Three of the Clanton gang were 
killed in the fight, which only lasted about 30 
seconds. They now rest in Booth! II Cemetery, 
alongside gamblers, smugglers and outlaws, 
Senate said. Tombstone is a true place for 
ghost hunters to go," he said. "It is chock full 
of haunted sites, and the cemetery is but one.” 


iettysburg Cemetery, Gettysburg, Penn. 


The site of one of the deadliest battles in American his- 
tory naturally still is haunted by the vestiges of war, with 
shadowy phantom figures in both Union and Confederate 
uniforms reportedly pacing the battlefield and cemetery. 

Senate notes that one of the most persistent ghosts is 
really just there to be social. In the cemetery, a man often 
is seen wearing a black hat with a star, symbolic of one 
of the Texas regiments fighting with the Confederates at 
Gettysburg. He often tries to converse with tourists and 
on several occasions has posed with families for pho- 
tos or takes a photo of family if they request it, Senate 
said. During photo development or even on the camera's 
screen, the man disappears. 


IF YOU GO 

Should you decide to stop 
by any of these cemeter- 
ies and go on your own 
ghost hunt, Senate has 
a few words of advice. 
Remember to be respect- 
ful of those who have 
passed on* and don't dis- 
turb any grave to try to 
incite a ghost “You should 
be like a ghost: No one 
should know you've even 
been there/' Senate said.

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If caffeine owns you, it’s 
time to reassert yourself

For most people, a morning cup of java isn’t 
harmful. But if you rely on coffee to get you 
out of bed, to stave off midmornmg head- 
aches and to avoid the 3 p.m. crash, you may 
be hooked on one of the most popular drugs 
in the world. 

Nearly 90 percent of American adults 
drink coffee on a regular basis. More than 
50 percent of adults, meanwhile, consume just 
over three cups of coffee a day 

But caffeine is a tricky stimulant to shake. 
Though tolerance levels vary, drinking just 
100 milligrams per day— the amount of a 
small cup of brewed coffee— and then giving 


it up can lead to withdrawal symptoms rang- 
ing from headaches and depression to flu-like 
nausea and muscle pain, according to the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health. 

Co ffee — like: suga ry b reak fast foods — ca n 
create a cycle of extreme energy swings. The 
National Institutes of I Iealth also reports 
that caffeine raises blood pressure and in- 
creases feelings of stress, anxiety and road 
rage. It can leave you feeling wired 12 to if> 
hours after the last cup, wreaking havoc on 
sleep. And it can exacerbate health condi- 
tions such as diabetes by making blood sugar 
rise faster than usual. 

To start weaning yourself off the joe, figure 
out how much caffeine you’re ingesting dur- 
ing the day, including soft drinks and energy 
drinks; if you can’t track it, it’s too much. Also 
try the following tips: 


Wake up and 
drink 8 ounces 
of water 

This strategy seems to 
slow coffee consump- 
tion and also works if you 
have a morning diet or 
regular soda habit said 
Brian Wansink, found- 
er and director of the 
Cornell University Food 
and Brand Lab and an ex- 
pert on psychology and 
food consumption. 


Choose your

Some people can go 
cold turkey; others 
need to gradually 
reduce. “There’s no 
evidence that either

To minimize withdrawal symptoms, 
gradually reduce the amount of caf- 
feine by drinking half regular and half 
decaffeinated and gradually increasing 
the amount of decaf said Ling Wong, a 
Santa Monica Calif. -based nutrition and 
wellness coach. "You can also try tea.”

Barry Maher of Corona, Calif., said he 
managed to quit drinking several quarts 
of coffee a day by substituting 'the 
worst-tasting coffee substitute that ever 
existed, Sanka.”
